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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, Applicant argues that "the Examiner 
asserts that the Applicant's have failed to define the phrase intrinsic tensile stress state as it is currently used in the claims." In the 
interview of 2/28/06 Greg Parker disclosed that support for "intrinsic stress" could be found as "internal stress" (For Example: See Table 
2). However, intrinsic is not synonymous with internal. Therefore, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement will be maintained because the Applicant has not disclosed or defined "an intrinsic tensile stress 
state" in the specification. Second, Applicant argues that Martin fails to disclose an "element that the intrinsic stress state is intrinsic to the 
tin or alloy film." 'The tensile strain of the sample is introduced using an external source that is not part of the coated metal article." 
However, this is a product claim therefore the process (manner) in which the tensile stress was achieved does not matter. 'Therefore, 
since the deposited film is not subjected to any external force, the stress referred to by Martin must be intrinsic. Furthermore, the 
Applicant has not disclosed or defined "an intrinsic tensile stress state" in the specification. Therefore, the Examiner is allowed to give the 
broadest reasonable interpretation. Merriam-Webster defines intrinsic as "originating and included wholly within an organ or part." Martin 
discloses that the layers are deposited upon one another, therefore an intrinsic stress would be created upon each layer that has another 
layer laid upon it. Since no external force is applied to the deposited layers, the stress is deemed intrinsic. 
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
